Certainly its demand for the 
closing of at least one-half of the public- 
houses in the Free State is justified 
entirely by the squalid and horrid facts 
of the case. Of course, the owners of the 
abolished houses would seek compensation, 
and ought to get it on terms of strict 
justice. The greater part of such com- 
pensation would be levied on the surviving 
traffic, and the taxpayers’ share of the 
burden would be lightened almost 
immediately by the resulting improve- 
ment in the country's social and economic 
conditions. We are glad to learn that the

“ Hassen is the key to the work of Jam 
Elroy Flecker. Here is the man, with an 
expressed dislike for everything Eastern, re- 
vealed in the true colours of a romancist. 
The fancies of a story and a pretty wit, the 
sighs of Janguor and loveliness in a catalogue 
of Oriental delicatessen, captivate the man 
and influence his work-almost to a point of 
tyranny. Wherever his spiritual or, should 
we say his poetic’ home may be—Athens, 
Samarkand or Constantinople we know. that 
James, or Herman, as he was christened: at 
Lewisham in 1884, Elroy Flecker was a stern 
Englishman, child of the Rev. William 
Herman Flecker, D.D., and yet not without 
a foreign look on his face—rather Jewish— 
and the taunt open for friends, who found in 
that tall, dark man, with a swarthy com- 
plexion, blue eyes, thick black: eyebrows, full 
lips, a character truly ‘benevolent, with ‘‘a 
curious blend of the sardonic and the cheer- 
ful,” as Mr. J. C. Squire remarks. 

In 1907 he left Oxford, became a school- 
master for a few months, and in the same 
vear published his first. book of verse, The 
Bridge of Fire.“ a slim, red. volume of clever 
verse and no little poetry. With a desire to 
enter the Consular service, he went up to 
Cambridge in 1908 and there studied Oriental 
languages, with the delightful experience of 
life at the two Universities.

THE LAST PARNASSIAN.

If, on 
the other hand, we are satisfied that the pub- 
lic is not getting value for the money ex- 
pended, we economise.

“The Prime Ministers of the German 
States deliberated this morning with the 
Empire Cabinet r@arding the question of 
the cessation of passive resistance.

„All responsible leaders of the German 
States declared that, if an attempt was 
made to assail the unity of the Reich, they 
were grimly resolved to safeguard and 
defend this unity as an intangible posses- 
sion of the Reich.

DETERMINING FACTOR IN 
LEADERS’ RESOLVE. 


BERLIN, Tuesday. 

Now that the State Premiers, as well as.the 
representatives of the employers and workers 
in the Ruhr, are agreed that in unconditional 
surrender to France on the question of the 
abandonment of passive resistance in the 
Ruhr lies the sole hope of saving Germany 
from irremediable chaos,’ it only remains for 
Herr Stresemann to announce publicly that 
the Government. regulations supporting tho 
population of the Ruhr in their resistance are 
to be withdrawn, and he is expected to do 
this in his statement before the Reichstag on 
Thursday, or else before the Foreign Com- 
mittes of the Reichstag to-morrow. 

The factor which more than anything else 
convinced the State Premiers to-day of the 
utter futility of continuing the fight in the 
Ruhr was the Chancellor’s revelation that no 
less than 8,000 milliard marks would be needed 
to finance the struggle during next week. 
It was the need for finding such large sums, 
Herr Stresemann declared, that had caused 
the collapse of the mark and had chiefly fn- 
fluenced the Government in its decision to 
abandon the struggle. 

The State Premiers, including, apparently, 
Dr. Von Knilling, the Bavarian Premier, were 
convinced by tne facts and figures brought 
forward by the Chancellor of the hopelessness 
of. Germany's position, and realised that un- 
conditional surrender would have to be made, 
und that the question of the release of politi- 
cai prisoners and the return of those expelled 
from the Ruhr would have to be left to the 
generosity of the French at the eventual nego- 
tiations. 


CIVIL WAR THREA”:.'. 


What is going to happen in Germany now 
is a question no one can answer. The air is 
full of rumours of impending outbreaks, either 
by the Nationalists or by Communists, but 
these need not be takén very seriously. 
There is no doubt that the ultra-Nationalists 
are furious at the collapse of passive resistance 
in the Ruhr and the Government's surrender 
to France. They would joyfully welcome a 
coup which would overthrow the Stresemann 
Government, but they are not at present 
strong enough to carry out such a coup by 
force, and they, therefore, prefer to bide their 
time. That time, they are convinced, will 
come when it is made clear to the German 
pose that surrender to France has not 

elped Germany in the least. 

As regards the Communists, they have been 
highly embarrassed by the latest discovery of 
secret ammunition dépdts in Berlin, and are 
also likely to keep quiet for some time, until 
further supplies are available. The Soviet 
mission in Berlin disavows all connection with 
the discovery, and describes the whole affair 
as an anti-Russian mancuvre. 


GOVERNMENT PREPARED. 


In any case, whatever may happen, the 
Government is prepared for all eventualities, 
and professes to have the utmost confidence 
in the Reichswehr in the event of a put«ch, 
whether from the Right or the Left. 

The circular telegram which has been sent 
notifying officials and authorities of the Reich 
that they have to obey the instructions of 
the Reich Government alone in the case of 
disorders is evidently a reply to the private 
circular issued the organisation of 
Bavarian railway officials, in which the mem- 
bers were advised that, should a putsch occur, 
their duty was to obey the ordérs of the 
Bavarian Government, rather than those of 
the Government of the Reich. 

Although it has always been recognised 
that a ‘Nationalist outbreak would certainly 
originate in Bavaria, it is stated that the 
Reich Government is confident that the 
Bavarian Government would do its utmost to 
suppress any such movement promptly.

Both parties exchanged 
greetings, and through what is known as a 
conduit, or miners’ roadway, which was only 
two feet wide at the entrance, and four feet 
in diameter, the first of the miners was 
dragged through the aperture to safety. At 
that time, according to one of the survivors, 
all the enombed men who had been engaged at 
the u seam were alive, and the rescuers 
redoubled their energie. 

Cheers were raised by the assembled on- 
lookers as the men were brought to the sur- 
face. Some of them appeared to be little the 
worse for their expérience, and were prepared 
to walk to Redding Co-operative Hall, which 
resembled «a casualty station. Others, how- 
ever, were in an unconscious state, and had 
to be bathed with hot water by 
the members of the rescue brigades. That 

A DAM-BURST. 

While a number of the entombed men were 
pluckily making their way to safety, thanks 
to the knowledge of an old miner, who was 
familiar with the filled-in portion of the work- 
ings, a second trial overtook them, They had 
had only one miner’s pick in the small band, 
and each took a turn in knocking a hole in 
the debris wall which ated the old and 
new shafts. Suddenly — mm roved to be a 
dam-burst occurred. A terri yng. volume of 
water escaped and swamped the little group. 
Several seized hold of bars on the roof and 
un the walls and hung on for their lives. 
Later the onrush of water sapped the founda- 
tions of a section of the debris, and the water 
escaped and rushed down to the main section 
level. 

This enabled the rescue parties to reach so 
many men who were engaged on the upper 
seam. There are, however, believed to be 
twelve men missing from among those who 
were working in that area when the disaster 
occurred, and so far no trace of them has 
been found. All the men who were working 
in the lower seam leading from the main 
shaft are still entombed, and nothing has yet 
been learned as to their fate. The presence 
of black damp and the excessive flooding there 
are regarded as ominous. 

There were many willing assistants, col- 
liers’ wives and Salvation Army lassies in 
unif being among those preparing for the 
reception of the living, or the dead. One of 
the most dramatic: scenes in the course of 
the work of rescue occurred during the after- 
noon. The atmospheric conditions suddenly 
changed: The sun broke through the clouds. 
It was then that the third body was brought 
to the surface. Simultaneously a beautiful 
double rainbow formed on the near horizon. 
The omen was taken as one of hope. Wait- 
ing women fell on their knees in the mud, 
and uttered pr for the rescue of loved 
ones, petit ions in which the Roman Catholic 
clergymen joined. 


SURVIVOR’S STORY. 


A WIFE’S VOW. 


A thrilling story was told by Robert Myles, 
a shot firer, who was the second man to he 
rescued. Myles was interviewed when lying 
in bed at his home at Laurieston, still in a 
state of. considerable exhaustion after his 
terrible experience. He said:—‘‘I was at 
work, shot-firing, on the coal bore-holes. 
When I was firing my second shot the air 
current changed, and I knew there was some- 
thing wrong. 1 turned to one of my mates, 
and he felt the same, but he did not stop 
firing. The fumes from the shots were coming 
back on us, instead of going from us. 

“When I was at the second last road, 
beside the coal-cutting machine, I heard some- 
one shout— There is something far wrong.’ 
We went on to the section where the water 
had broken through. There were a dozen of 
us there, and the water got us up to the 
breast. We turned round, and did not know 
what to do. We then thought of going to 
the air course, and ag we went through we 
were joined by a number of men from an- 
other section. The whole party of us thea 
numbered over twenty. We sat down and 
cried— We are away with it. Now water 
was up to the neck at times, and it seomed 
to be still rising. . Our safety lamps were 
blown out by the damp. 

Then one of the men remembered about 
the old ‘pit-shaft. He had been employed 
there, filling it up with déhris. We went 
towards the road leading to the shaft, and got 
picks and shovels to clear our way. We 
heard an awful noise, which was due to the 
water being relieved by the clearance of the 
a¢bria. Again, we thought we were away 
with it.. We did not know what to do. Some 
of us proposed to go on to the rise. but | 
thought we were far enough up. We did 
not know what to do with ourselves, so we sat 
down. Some were praying, some were sing: 
ing hymns, and others roaring and crying 
“What are we going to do” 

The air then started to grow só cold 
that we could hardly: stand it. Then someone 
shouted, ‘ Whist, I hear something.’ 

THE BELL OF HOPE. 

„At that time I thought I saw daylight, 
and wo heard voices; and, best of all, a bell 
ringing. That was the bell of the tub that 
the rescue party were lowering. We got 
cheery again, and got to the conduit, or nar- 
row passage, four feet high and two feet wide, 
at the entrance, through which we had ta 
crawl before we could get to the rescuers. I 
thought I was away with it when I was 
being taken up. :

OPERATIONS SUSPENDED. 

At a late hour rescue operations were aus- 
pended until this morning. No further 
rescues have been made, and no more bodies 
recovered. .

COMMISSIONS. 


He had very little hope of any report of 
any Commission set up by the Government 
being put into operation. Commission after 
Commission had been set up by the Third 
Dail, as they had been set up in the British 
House of Commons, after the people set up an 
agitation, to pacify them. When the reports 
were submitted to the Government, they 
had in every case been turned down. 

The report of the Food Prices Commission 
had been forwarded to the Government on 
the 26th July, and they had no indication 
as to what was the mind of the Government 
on it to-day, or as to what was its intention 
regarding the recommendations of that par- 
ticular Commission. It was strange 
that this Commission was the only 
one used by the people who were 
suffering from the profiteering going on 
in the country for the past three or four years. 

There was no country in the world where 
there was such an unscrupulous gang of 
“ profiteers ” as in Ireland. He thought that 
the Government should ‘make up its mind to 
deal with the question. Referring to the 
barley growing industry, he said that the cost 
of barley in 1914 was 7s. 9d., and in 1922 it 
was 8s., while the cost of stout to the licensed 
vendor was £1 12s. 44d. in 1914 and £3 6s. 
104d. in 1922, that was less the Ay tion of 
Government duty. This show t there 
was an increase of 10 per cent. in price to the 
person who grew the barley, whereas to the 

rson who made the stout, like Guinness and 

— the price had increased 109 per 
cent. 
It would be well to know what the Go- 
vernment intended to do with evidence of 
that kind before it. Recently they had read 
in the papers that Guinness and Company had 
applied for sanction to have their capital in- 
creased from £5,000,000 to £7,500,000. This 
£2,500,000 was disposed to shareholders as a 
free gift. He said that Messrs. Guinness and 
Company, had not treated the working farmer 
who w the barley in the same way that 
they had treated their own employés. He 
raised the question because he realised that, 
unless the Goverament made some attempt to 
deal with barley growers, one of the stable 
industries of the country would he killed, and 
the people who had been growing barley for 
a livelihood would find themselves in bank- 
ruptcy. N 


THE CONTRAST. 


For stout brewed from imported grain 8d.

FLYING BY NIGHT. 


NEW SERVICE ON LONDON. 
ARIS. AIR ROUTE. 


(From Our Aviation CORRESPONDENT.) 

A night-flying service between London and 
Paris will be inaugurated in October, Handley- 
Page Transport being responsible for the 


flights. 

No definite time-table has yet been decided 
upon, but machines will probably leave Lon- 
don about midnight, and arrive in Paris in 
the early hours of the morning, ing pas- 
sengers and newspapers, to ther with a small 
amount of late mails. rrangements have 
been made for the usual subsidy, which is paid 
for the normal service, being extended to 
cover the night flights. 

It should be remembered that the Air 
Ministry recently carried out night-flꝗ ing tests 
with considerable success on the London-Paris 
airway, and, following recommendations by 
the official observer, additional lighthouses 
have been provided for the route; so that 
pilots will not experience any difficulty in 
finding their way by night. Flying in the 
darkness, indeed, will be as easy 
as flying by day. 

In addition to the lighthouses en route, the 
terminal aerodromes at Le Bourget and 
Croydon will be supplied with powerful 
searchlights to aid the machines in landing, 
while the aeroplanes themselves will carry 
powerful magnesium flares fitted to the wing- 
tips, and parachute - flares, which can be 
dropped by the pilot, whilst over the aero- 
drome. In addition, the pilot will be in con- 
stant communication with the ground by 
means of the wireless telephone. 

The service will be the first regular night- 
flying service in the world; and, if it can be 
operated successfully over the London-Paris 
route, it will be a great step forward in the 
organisation of commercial routes. The ser- 
Vice will be of particular use in the develop- 
ment of the air mail service, for letters 
posted at the normal hour in London will be 
able to catch the night mails, and be de- 
livered in Paris the following morning by fist 


post,

Those left 
would be obliged to carry on their business in 
a different way from the one now in vogue. 
It was, of course, only a step in the pro- 
ms; but it appeared to him to be a move 
forward.

TOKIO, Tuesday. 

An immediate appropriation of a hundred 
million yen (approximately £10,210,000) to 
relieve the most pressing necessities of the 
homeless sufferers in the great earthquake, is 
announced to-day in an urgent perial 
Ordinance: A portion of this fund is to be 
used for the erection of temporary shelters. 
It is also announced that the Privy Council 
has decided that a sum of three hundred 
million yen (approximately £30,625,000) shall 
be expended in foreign countries in the pur- 
chase of supplies. 

Martial law in the earthquake area is being 
exterided for a iod of one month, while 
the police force is being increased by 3,000. 
Meanwhile, the autumn equinox is bringing 
cold and rain to the thousands of sufferers— 
shivering. objects of woe, huddled together 
in meagre kennels. The official figures give 
1,700,000 as the number of the actual living 
sufferers in the earthquake in Tokio alone. 
It is estimated that 47,000 bales of raw. silk 
-were destroyed by fire and earthquake in 
Yokohama.—(Press Association’s Special Cor- 
respondent.)
